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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 12, 14-15, 17-18, 32, 38, and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Chute et al. (US 2002/0069465) in view of Reynolds (US 
6,190,420). The claimed invention is reasonably and broadly construed, in light of the 
accompanying specification, as being disclosed by Chute as comprising: 

a) monitoring an operating temperature of a drying apparatus during a drying 
cycle of said drying apparatus at paragraph [0087]; and 

b) spraying a fabric treatment composition comprising a perfume and a treatment 
material onto a fabric article during said drying cycle of said drying apparatus, said 
spraying application occurring after said drying apparatus has reached a first control 
operating temperature and after said drying apparatus has reached a second operating 
temperature but before said drying apparatus has reached a third operating 
temperature at paragraphs [0088]-[0092]. It is noted that all driers have a heating sub- 
cycle (from ambient to operational temperature), a constant operational temperature 
sub-cycle, and cooling sub-cycle (from the operational temperature to ambient). Chute 
discloses the claimed invention, except for the claimed temperature ranges of about 
60/70° C and about 25/20° C. Reynolds, another method of treating fabric, discloses 
temperature ranges of about 60/70° C at column 1 lines 19-24 and about 25/20° C at 
column 4 lines 31-43 (wherein that lower temperature corresponds to ambient 
temperature which is inherently disclosed in Chute paragraph [0089] and expressly 
disclosed in Reynolds because it necessarily follows that a drying cycle without heating 
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applied will approach ambient temperature). Also Chute in view of Reynolds discloses 
the claimed invention, except for the claimed specific weight percentages, operating 
temperatures, boiling or flash point, or selected group material. It would have been an 
obvious matter of design choice to provide specific values as claimed since the 
teachings of Chute in view of Reynolds would perform the invention as claimed 
regardless of the claimed specific values. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 12, 14-15, 17-18, 32, 38, and 39 are provisionally rejected on the ground 
of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 
10-19 of copending Application No. 10/839,549. Although the conflicting claims are not 
identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because it would have been 
an obvious matter of design choice to claim the present application specific parameter 
values, since both applications would perform the claimed invention regardless of the 
claimed value. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed August 16, 2007 have been fully considered but are 
moot in part based on new grounds of rejection.
